Bid to end crisis continues 


Israeli shelling kills 20 in 
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BEIRUT. June 21 (Agencies) — A total of 
20 persons were killed and 75 others 
wounded Tuesday by Israeli artillery and 
gunboat shelling of west Beirut and the city’s 
southern suburbs, a hospital source said. 

The shells hit the working-class residential 
area of west Beirut and civilian zones in the 
southern suburbs. The shelling continued for 
nearly 12 hours. 

The Democratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine (DFLP) said in a statement that 
Israeli planes flew over the same region 
where Syrian troops and combined units of 
Palestinian and nationalist Lebanese fighters 
were stationed as well as over the aieas of 
Bhamdoun and So far in the mountains east of 
Beirut. 

The DFLP claimed that one of its com- 
mando units carried out an operation 
“behind Israeli lines in Kamed el Loz (in the 
western part of the Bekaa plain), inflicting 
heavy losses on the enemy” 

Meanwhile, political efforts to resolve the 
two- week-old invasion crisis showed no signs 
of progress. The Israelis, charging that Pales- 
tinian commandos holed up in the capital had 
fired first, opened up with land and naval 
artillery fire shortly after midnight. The 
Palestine news agency Wafa said the Israelis 
had started the shooting to cover attempts to 
advance south and southwest of Beirut. 
Palestinian forces responded with a “limited 
■ barrage” to prevent these moves, it added^ 

Wafa said Israeli artillery shells scored 
direct hits on the Palestinian Acre Hospital in 
south Beirut, killing two persons and wound- 
ing 13. five of them children. The incoming 
barrage, in which one shell hit a building 
opposite west Beirut’s Commodore Hotel - , 
home to most of the foreign press corps here, 
appeared to taper off around midday. 

Wafa said an Israeli armored force was 
advancing in the mountains east of Beirut 
near a village called Rouaisset en-Naamane 
under cover of intensive artillery and rocket 
fire. Both PaJettinian commandos and Syrian 
troops intbe area were responding to the 
attack. Wafa. said. 

- It was-aot'ctear whether this was the same 
engagement as a clash mentioned by an 
Israeli military spokesman, who said four 
Syrian tanks had been knocked out. The bat- 
tle was not far from the scene of fierce fight- 
ing between Syrian and Israeli forces just 
south of the strategic Beirut-Damascus 
Highway in the early days of the Israeli inva- 
sion. 

With no apparent political solution in view. 
Tuesday’s renewed fighting caused fresh 
fears of an all-out Israeli attack in West 
Beirut. 

Palestinian and Lebanese nationalist fight- 
ers have thrown up two-meter (six-foot) high 
barricades of sand across streets leading 
down to the coast road which forms a semi- 
circle around West Beirut and have blocked 
parts of the coast road itself. The Lebanese 
government has pinned its hopes on a 
seven-man "National Salvation Committee" 
which Monday brought together leaders of 
the country's feuding factions for the first 
time in at least seven years. 

But after a three-and-a-half-hour meeting, 
the committee came up with no decisions and 
decided to meet again Wednesday morning 
after its members had held further outside 
contacts. Sources close to the committee said 
its members — Prime Minister Shafiq Waz- 
zan, nationalist leader Walid Jumblatt and 
Amal leader Nabih Beni — were to meet 
leaders of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
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tion (PLO). Foreign Minister Fuad Butros 
was conferring with U.S. special envoy Philip 
Habib. 

The sources said the PLO was being asked 
to agree to the deployment of the Lebanese 
army m west Beirut and the restriction of the 
Palestinians’ weaponry to their camps. Israel 
was being asked, through Habib, to withdraw 
a few kms from BeiraL But there was little

Economic sanctions , arms ban 

Israel faces EEC ire 


LUXEMBOURG, June 27 (R) - The 
European Economic Community (EEC) is 
considering economic sanctions and a ban. 
on arms sales to Israel because of its inva- 
sion of Lebanon, British Foreign Secretary 
Francis Pyra Said Tuesday. 

Foreign ministers of the 10 EEC states 
held discussions Monday night on the crisis. 
Pym told a press conference afterward there 
bad been no final decision about any direct 
action against Israel by the community, as 
advocated by some of its members, particu- 
larly Greece. 

But he said economic sanctions and a ban 
on arms sales were both under considera- 
tion: EEC leaders would discuss the Middle 
East crisis further at summit meeting due to 
take place in Brussels June 28 and 29, Pym 


said. 

Pym said the European Community had 
received only an unsatisfactory response 
from Israel to a list of questions asking 
about its attitude to the future of Lebanon. 

He did not elaborate, but EEC sources 
said Israel had responded by rejecting the 
EECs initiative as unacceptable and refus- 
ing to bow to pressure in the form of sanc- 
tions or other measures. 

Israel's reply stated that its troops would 
withdraw from Lebanon as soon as Israel 
was satisfied that its own territory no longer 
faced a threat. But Israel was insisting on 
the removal from Lebanese soil of all 
foreign and outside forces whether they 
were regular armies or unofficial com- 
mandos, the sources said. 


Refugees flee west Beirut 


KHALDE. June 21 (R) — Thousands of 
Lebanese refugees-are jsjreaming out . of 
west Beirut to escape a possible bloody bat- 
tle between Israeli invasion forces and 
Palestinian commandos holed up inside the 
city. 

Hundreds of cars, trucks and old buses 
packed with household belongings were 
heading south into Israeli-controlled territ- 
oty through the narrow, twisting mountain 
roads outside the Lebanese capital as Israeli 
forces tightened their noose on the encir- 
cled city. 

Traffic jams several kilometers long built 
.op as Israeli checkpoints inspected cars and 
identity papers near Khalde. Other 
es were taking advantage of the pres-

ent tenuous ceasefire to move into east 
Beirut. 

Along the southern highway, lined with 
orchards and banana groves, refugees 
whose houses had been wrecked were collecting 
what belongings they could salvage as peo- 
ple from Beirut joined the homeless. The 
Israelis are hoping that southerners will 
soon return to Tyre and Sidon. but the two 
bombed cities still present scenes of wide- 
spread devastation, with the main street of 
Sidon lined with charred office blocks and 
shell-shattered shop fronts. 

The petrol shortage caused by the inva- 
sion has left some refugees stranded along 
difficult mountain tracks. , 


Dollar scales new high 

Gold breaches $300 level 


LONDON. June 21 (R) — The relentless 
advance of the dollar showed no sign of slac- 
kening Monday as it made substantia] gains 
against other major currencies and pushed 
gold below 5300 an ounce to its lowest in 
almost three years. 

The German mark fell to a 10-month low 
of 2.4890 marks, the French franc slumped to 
a record low of 6.8960. and sterling dropped 
blow* SI .72 for the first time in five months. 

Gold, depressed by the alternative attrac- 
tions of high dollar interest rates breached 
the S300 level. 

It was fixed in London at S297 and later fell 
to $296.15 — about 5100 less than its price 
when the year began and with some dealers 
predicting a further drop to S250. 

Hie firmness of U.S. interest rates, which 
have opend up a large gap with rates in 
Europe and Japan, again dominated nervous 
markets, raising fears in some centers such as 
Zurich. 

The dollar's continued surge on world 
money markets . is prompted, operators said, 
by expectations of more money in the pockets 
of United States consumers. 

Higher consumer spending, the argument 
goes, means that firms will want to borrow 
more money to invest in order to meet the 
higher demand, with the result that interest 
rates will continue to rise, thereby stimulating 
the dollar. 

Just 10 days ago, the budget compromise 
between the United States Congress and the 
White House calmed interest rates, because a 
smaller budget deficit would mean less gov- 
ernment demand for funds on a limited capi- 
tal market. 

The dollar retreated briskly, sending the 


West German mark surging ahead. This in 
turn sparked the currency exchange shake-up 
in the European Monetary System. But with 
experts agreeing that the U.S. economy is 
about to surface from recession, the demand 
for funds is expected to swell, pushing inter- 
est rates up and with them the dollar. 

This is in accordance with the wishes of the 
independent U.S. federal reserve, which 
wants to keep the money supply down. But 
many government officials and businessmen 
fear the negative effect of a surging dollar on 
U.S. exports. 

At the same time. Washington is against 
government intervention on the currency 
market to control dollar fluctuations, and this 
encourages speculation in the U.S. currency. 
Consequently, financiers have been investing 
in the dollar rather than in gold. 

Meanwhile, the fall in the gold price Mon- 
day to the lowest in 34 months and has dealt 
another blow to the mining industry in South 
Africa. 

It means more than - a quarter of the 
republic's 47 gold mines are now operating at 
a loss, gold share analysts told Reuters. 

The prospects for South African produc- 
ers. which account for almost 70 percent of 
non-Communist world's gold output, are 
gloomy and many mines wifi have to consider 
closure should the price not rise in the next six 
months, they said. - 

Gold has become a victim of the current 
world economic climate in which the dollar 
has attracted money from all quarters 
because of the firmness of U.S. interest rates, 
while world Inflation is generally declining at 
a time of recession. 


Thatcher, Reagan to mull Falklands 


WASHINGTON. June 21 (R) — British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher will visit 
Washington on Wednesday to discuss the 
Falklands dispute with President Ronald 
Reagan. National Security Adviser William 
Clark said Monday. 

Clark told a State Department conference 
on inter- American affairs that President 
Reagan had Sunday night invited Mrs. 
Thatcher to the White House for talks and 
she had accepted. 

Clark said the United States had stood 
ready to help to resolve the Falklands conflict 
between Britain and Argentina and “we 
stand by ready to help to assist the reconcilia- 
tion that must occur." 

He said Mrs. Thatcher would be m New 
York for the current United Nations disar- 
mament conference and the president had 
invited her to meet him. “She is coming in 
Wednesday to discuss this very issue (a resol- 
ution of the Falklands conflict).” Clark 
added. 

The United States came out in open sup- 
port of Britain in hs conflict with Argentina 
after the failure of peacemaking efforts by 


Secretary of State Alexander Hai b following 
the seizure of the disputed islands by Argen- 
tine troops on April 2. 

Washington's position has caused strains in 
relations with Buenos Aires, but Clark Mon- 
day described this as only a temporary inter- 
ruption. He said Washington wanted to 
strengthen ties with Argentina and all its 
hemispheric neighbors. 

Meanwhile. Mrs. Thatcher took formal 
steps Monday toward setting up an official 
inquiry into the causes of the 10-week con- 
flict. The government did not disclose the 
form of inquiry Mrs. Thatcher had in mind. 

In Buenos Aires, the ruling military junta 
Tenewed attempts Monday to break the dead- 
lock over a successor to President Leopoldo 
Gal fieri, ousted after Argentina's defeat in 
the Falkland Islands last week. ' 

A government spokesman said army com- 
mander Gen. Cristino Nicolaides. navy head 
Adm. Jorge Anaya and Air Force chief 
Brigadier Basilic Lami Dozo began a new 
round of talks to resolve the leadership crisis 
sparked by Britain's recapture of the South 
Atlantic islands. 
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sign that either side was ready to make con- 
cessions. 

A radical member of the PLO executive 
committee, Yasser Abed Rabbo. accused 
Habib of wanting to cripple the PLO. “We 
have told Habib clearly that his conditions 
are rejected and that our answer will be to 
fight everywhere to defend the revolution 
and the honor of Beirut." he declared. 


Withdrawal offer rejected 

Iran to continue 
fight against Iraq 


TEHRAN. June 21 (Agencies) — 
Ayatollah Khomeini said over Iranian radio 
Tuesday that the announced withdrawal of 
Iraqi troops from Iran was not in itself 
enough to end the war between the two 
countries. 

He said ihai the withdrawal announced in 
Baghdad by Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
“is one of our conditions, and as long as the 
other conditions we have laid down are not 
satisfied, we will continue the war." One Ira- 
nian condition named previously was for Iraq 
to pay colossal war damages and for the ous- 
ter of Saddam. 

Among other conditions, the Iranians have 
asked for the punishment of the aggressor — 
which means the overthrow of the Saddam 
government. “The Iranians won't rest until 
Saddam is gone and there is nothing others 
can do to save him one Western diplomat 
said in London. 

Apart front vowing to continue the war. 
Ayatollah Khomeini is also said by Iranian 
sources to be increasing his backing to Iraqi 
dissident movements to overthrow Saddam's 
Baa t hist government. Iraq's Islamic Da'wah 
Party has close links with the Khomeini gov- 
ernment and the sources said support was 
being extended to Iraq's Kurdish rebels. 

Diplomats in London said Iran can once again 
claim to be the major pow er in the Gulf after 
a 20-month war that has re-established its 
dominance over Iraq. The virtual surrender 
of the Iraqis has given the Iranians a position 
of strength from which they can dictate terms. 

Western diplomats also said they believed 
Iran would continue to keep up pressure on 
Iraq with cross-border shelling but they 
doubted whether the Iranian forces would 
invade. 

Analysts said that by removing his army 
from Iranian territory, Saddam was reducing 
sharply the amount of pressure Tehran could 
bring to bear on Baghdad. President Saddam 
indicated as much w hen he said in his speech 
that the ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council (RCC) had taken the decision to 
withdraw “to remove an important pretext 
being used by the notorious regime in Tehran 
to continue the war.” 

Saddam also cited Israel's invasion of 
Lebanon to attack Palestinian commandos 
and a summit meeting of the nonaligned 
movement scheduled to be held in Baghdad 
in September as reasons for the RCC deci- 
sion. The analysts said that the president, 
known as a strong leader, appeared to be fully 
in control of his country at present. But 
Western diplomats in the Middle East have 
been saying they believe Saddam could face a 
testing period because of the effective failure 
of his 2l-month-old military venture against 


Iran. 

The territory which Iraqi troops is now 
abandoning docs not appear to be a large 
area.

JEDDAH. June 21 — New instructions 
have been issued to facilitate the recruit- 
ment of qualified manpower from abroad 
and ‘make it easier for the expatriates in 
Saudi Arabia to invite their families, 

' Al -Jazirah has reported. 

' ■ : According to Dr. Abdul Jalil Al- Seif, 
director general of manpower recruitment 
; 1 t> Saudi Arabia. Sunday recent instruc- 
tions from Deputy interior Minister 
Prince Ahmad dispense applicants from 
producing a work contract or a 
conviction-free certificate of the workers 
to be imported. 

These new rules arc meant 10 facilitate 

the task of employers — be they hospitals, 

clinics, factories, public establishments 
and private firms, sports clubs or coopera- 
tive societies — to abide by the law, pro- 
vided these facilities are granted only in 
the ease of specialized and rare profes- 
sions needed by the country. 

.The measures also will apply with 
>/ regard to requests submitted by nationals 
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to import farmers and bouse servants. 

Seif said that royal approval has been 
secured to ease the restrictions on the invi- 
tation of the families of expatriates in 
Saudi Arabia by granting them visitors' 
visas for the beneficial psychological 
effect this might have on the workers. 
Among those now allowed to invite their 
families to visit them are medical doctors, 
specialists, pharmacists, technicians and 
nurses, on condition that they are holders 
of a secondary school certificate. For 
those in the private sector, their salary 
should not be less than SR3.000 per 
month, besides the accommodation 
advantage. 

Those” entitled to such privilege also 
include directors of administration, 
accountants, advisers, technocrats, 
inquirers in both the private and public 
sectors, provided that they have an 
academic degiee. For the private sector, 
the applicants should have a salary of at 
least SR5.000 per month. 
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Approval also will be granted to those 
whose work is of a special nature and needs 
experience more than a degree. Such 
persons could be working in the military 
field, in banks, airlines or maritime busi- 
ness, desalting plants and power stations. 
The importance of the profession and the 
country's need for it could be decided 
upon in consultation with the employer. 

Factors to be taken into consideration 
also include the length of stay of applicant 
in Saudi Arabia, for instance more than 10 
years. Special treatment will be granted to 
those bom and educated in tbe Kingdom if 
they can prove that, on condition that 
their record is free from any upleasant 
observations. 

The new instructions coincide with the 
inauguration of the new headquarters of 
tbe foreign labor recruitment bureau 
behind the Riyadh Passports Department 
The new three-story building comprises 
a laTge reception hall with enough tellers 
to receive applications and many seats 
around the had. The building is fully air- 
conditioned. j

Jeddah’s storage capacity organized 

for Ramadan

JEDDAH. June 21 — Jeddah will soon 
nave a vexy large srorage capacity available 
under an ambitious 'warehouses area’ project 
undertaken by Jeddah Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. The two-million square 
meter area is located 10 kilometers away 
from the sea port. 

Allocation of land plots to merchants 
which began two years before, is now near 
completion and construction is expected to 
start in Ramadan. Many of the warehouses 
are expected to be ready within four to five 
months, said Chamber Deputy Secretary 
General Rashad Dam anbury. 

He told Arab News the project was carried 
out in two stages. Under the first, one million 
square meters area had been allocated to 200 
businessmen for constructing 336 ware- 
houses. The balance one million square met- 
ers is being disbursed undeT the second phase 
for open warehouses, where the trader has to 
build the wall only. The first stage is over and 
now limited area is available from second 
stage, Damanhury says. 

The chamber has recently decided to 
reduce rent for the warehouse area to SR3 
per square metei from the SR5 fixed earlier, 
said Damanhury. Allottees will have to con- 
struct the warehouses within one year and 
according to the general conditions laid down 
by the chamber. 

The specifications for one-story building 
warehouses put forward conditions for 
structural elements, roofing, walls, founda- 
tions, infrastructure and flooring. They can 
build up to 60 percent of the area in the first 
stage, said he. 

IMISIU awards 
SR62m contract 

RIYADH. June 21 (SPA) — A SR62 mil- 
lion contract was signed here Monday by Dr. 
Abdullah Abdul Mohsen Al-Turki, rector of 
Imam Muhammad ibn Saud Islamic Univer- 
sity, for constructing the university's Sharia 
(Islamic law) and Language College in 
Qasim. A national firm will build the faculty 
on a 32,000-square-meter area within 30 
months. 

The four-storey building will comprise a 
basement for the public services and ware- 
houses. The three other floors will include a 
lecture halL restaurants, and waiting rooms 
and 60 rows of seats, in addition to 240 rooms 
for the teaching staff and student activities. 
The lecture hall can accommodate more than 
1.200 persons.

Although Israeli forces were maintain- 
ing their pressure on west Beirut, the war 
ae tween Israel and the Palestinians was not 
aver and “Today military considerations have 
precedence over politics.” 

In another development. Mubarak said in 
an interview published Monday that U.S. 
hesitation over an Israeli withdrawal from 
Lebanon was badly damaging Washington' s 
reputation in the Arab world. 

In a television interview with the American 
Cable News network published in Cairo 
newspapers. Mubarak said: ‘‘U.S. failure to 
assert its power over Israel (on the Israeli 
invasion of Lebanon) has badly damaged 
America. I told President Reagan in a letter 
that the U.S. will lose more ground here.” 


He said the United States' main Middle 
East economic interests lay with Arab coun- 
tries “regardless of your relationship with 
Israel.” The Egyptian leader did not elabo- 
rate. 

And apparently referring to the Soviet 
Union, he said the longer Israeli forces 
remained in Lebanon “you (the U.S.) will 
lose more ground and the other powers will 
gain more.” 

Mubarak rejected as “a bad idea” sugges- 
tions to send a U.S. force to man the 
Lebanese- Israeli trucelines. He said he 
believed the superpowers should not be 
involved in such a force. 

‘Israel executes 
war prisoners ’ 

GENEVA, June 21 (AFP) - Israel is 
"physically liquidating” Palestinian and 
Lebanese prisoners captured during the 
Israeli offensive in Lebanon at the Be'er 
Yakov Camp near Tei Aviv. Daoud 
Barakat, the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation's (PLO) permanent observer at 
the United Nations here charged Monday 
in a statement. 

Barakat said the prisoners were being 
questioned and tortured prior to being 
executed. He said the International 
Committee of the Red Cross had not been 
able to obtain information on the prison- 
ers nor had it been allowed to visit them. 

From the committee's headquarters 
here, it was learned that committee repre- 
sentatives had only been able to visit

Reagan working 
on policy , says 
Weinberger 

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AFP) 

Secretary of Defense Caspar Weinberger 
Monday criticized the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and said President Ronald Reagan 
was “concluding right now on what ourpol- 
fcy will be.” 

Speaking on the ABC Television network, 
Weinberger said: “We cannot condone or 
support the idea that you can change a situa- 
tion by unilaterally resorting to violence.” 
Comparing the current Lebanese situation to 
the Falklands crisis, Weinberger said the U.S. 
had supported Britain to condemn 
Argentina's use of force. “We have no con- 
trol or advance knowledge of unilateral milit- 
ary action (by Israel), but we should have the 
opportunity to dissuade anybody to resort to 
military force,” said the secretary of defense, 
who criticized Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin for nor making more of an 
effort to use diplomatic channels. 

Weinberger's comments were the most 
severe criticism of Israel by a member of the 
U.S. government since the invasion on June 
6. Weinberger said the Reagan administra- 
tion was examining the possibility tbat Israel 
had broken U.S. law by using military mater- 
ial in the invasion supplied by the United 
States. "Thousands of people that have 
nothing whatever to do with it,” had been 
killed, Weinberger said emotionally. 

Weinberger added: “The president is 
developing and concluding right now on what 
our policy will be. and it will be reported in 
the coming days.” 

The Pentagon chief said that before U.S. 
troops were sent as part of a peacekeeping 
force to Lebanon “there would have to be 
many turns and conditions that have not yet 
been addressed.” 


Turkey said scaling down 
prosecution of opponents 


ANKARA, June 21 (AFP) — The transfer 
of 99 military judges and prosecutors decided 
this -weekend by the ruling National Security 
Council could indicate eagerness to wrap up a 
series of trials that have focussed unwanted 
international attention on the regime. 

In a decree published Sunday, the chief 
prosecutors of the Ankara and Istanbul mar- 
tial law court Turkey’s two most'prominenl 
military leaders — and 97 other magistrates 
were said to have been “assigned other func- 
tions.” 

Istanbul prosecutor Col. Suleyman Tak- 
keci headed the prosecution of 52 leaders of 
the leftist labor confederation Disk, seeking 
the death sentence in all 52 cases on grounds 
they were fomenting a “communist revolu- 
tion.” 

Col. Takkeci had also sought and obtained 
j arrest warrants for 44 members of the Turk- 
ish Peace Committee, whose trial is 
scheduled to begin in Istanbul this week.

60 Kurdish rebels killed 

LONDON, June 21 (R) — Sixty Kurdish 
guerrillas have been killed or wounded in 
fighting with government troops near the 
northwest Iranian town of Miandoab, Tehran 
radio reported Monday. 

The radio, monitored by Reuters, said 200 
guerrillas based in villages near Miandoab 
attacked revolutionary guards. The 
guardsmen, supported by the regular army, 
repulsed the attack, killing or wounding 60 
rebels and forcing the rest to flee. The radio 
made no mention of government casualties. 

The dashes were the most serious in recent 
months between government troops and 
rebels seeking autonomy from Tehran.

Yasser Arafat: The symbol of Palestinian struggle for homeland 


BEIRUT - 

Yasser Arafat, now facing perhaps bis greatest 
crisis as Israeli troops surround Palestinian com- 
mandos in West Beirut, is the symbol of the Palesti- 
nian people and their struggle to establish a home- 
land. As elected chairman of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) since 1 969, he has guided 
the movement through troubles that would have 
toppled many political leaders. 

Even in the West, with its tradition of friendship 
and sympathy for Israel, Arafat has managed to 
submerge his image as a “terrorist’’ leader and gain 
recognition and status in the eyes of a growing 
number of politicians from many nations. 

But the PLO leaders lifestyle and appearance 
are a constant reminder that the movement was 
founded on the gun and built its present position 
through spectacular commando operations. 

Invariably in khaki uniform, wearing the black 
and white headdress of his commandos and with a 
pistol on his hip, the figure of Arafat has not 


changed from the time when be led commando 
raids against the Israelis in the mid-1960s. 

An abstemious bachelor and a man of proven 
personal courage, he continues in the classic 
lifestyle of the revolutionary leader, surrounded by 
armed men. working until dawn, snatching meals 
on the run, traveling to unannounced rendezvous in 
Tehran or Moscow or Damascus.

It was a role often fraught with difficulties and 
disappointments. He was tbe first international fig- 
ure to try to end the war between Iraq and Bran 
which broke out in September, 1980.' 

One of tbe PLO*s worst setbacks was in 1 970-71 
when Palestinian commandos were ousted from 
their bases in Jordan. 


Arafat moved the main base of the Palestinian 
struggle to Lebanon, where increasing friction 
between his people and tbe local right-wing militias 
was a major factor m the Lebanese dvn war of 
1975-76. The Palestinians were deeply involved in 
the war on tbe side of Lebanese leftists and their 
alliance appeared almost certain to win when 
Syrian troops intervened to end the conflict. 

Abu Ammar emerged into the public bye in the 
. late I960s and was always something of a mystery 
figure even when he reached a peak of diplomatic X 
for tbo PLQ by addr^ng ^ e United • 

Almost nothing is known of his personal life, " 
possibly because he has very little. He answers 
inquirers : simply by saying: “No personal ques- 
tions." He Is bald and has a ready smile on bis foil 
•lips. But his black and white kcfiych (headdress), 
bis dark spectacles and what looks like a permanent 
10-day growth of beard are tbe best known aspects 
of bis appearance. 


Argentina’s long march toward democracy

BUENOS AIRES — 

Britain's victory in the Falkland (Malvinas) 
Islands appears to signal the beginning of the end of 
another cycle in a seesawing between military hard- 
liners and civilian populists that has marked the past 
52 years in Argentina. 

Public anger and humiliation at last Monday’s 
surrender of the last Argentine stronghold in the 
islands have added new urgency to widespread calls 
for an end to the so-called“nationai reorganization 
process" launched with the ousting of President 
Maria Estc-la Peron in 1976. 

A free-market financial system introduced one 
year after the coup has kept interest rates sky-high 
and. according to the junta’s critics, allowed wide- 
spread fraud, growing debts for industrial com- 
panies and a deepening recession. Without giving a 
timetable, the country’s military rulers have prom- 
ised a steady march toward democracy and have 
hinted at sweeping changes in their economic 
policies. 

The banned political parties and unions are 
expected to press for free elections by 1984. when 
ousted President Gen. Leopoldo Galtieri’s terra 
was scheduled to end. and some political commen- 
tators say military plans to stay in power beyond 
that date are being dropped. 

But the lack of respected political leaders and the 
aftermath of a tough anti-guerrilla campaign pose 
major problems in the search for a lasting solution 
to the country's instability. 

The 1 930 military coup which overthrew Presi- 


dent Hipolito Yrigoyen broke almost seven decades 
of uninterrupted civilian rule. Yrigoyen’s Radical 
Party, which represented the first organized expres- 
sion of an ascending middle class, was proscribed 
and a series of conservative governments were 
elected in largely fraudulent polls which led his- 
torians to dub the period "tbe infamous decade.” 

A nationalist muitaiy faction which started to 
gain influence in the early 1940s gave Argentina’s 
archetypal populist leader. Juan Domingo Peron, 
his first political boost. But after winning the 1946 
elections by a landslide, Gen. Peron’s reliance on 
the powerful labor unions he helped to build up and 
the shrill anti-oligarchic rhetoric of his wife Evita 
soured relations with his conservative military 
peers. 

Halfway through his second term of office, amid 
widespread charges of corruption and political 
persecution, he was overthrown in 1955 by a coali- 
tion of the military, the church and virtually all tbe 
opposition parties. 

However, the new military government soon for- 
got its promises of tolerance for the defeated and 
sought to eliminate all traces of Peronism, even 
forbidding the public mention of its leader’s name. 

With Gen. Peron controlling his faithful follow- 
ers from exile in Madrid, the weak civilian govern- 
ments elected with their covert vote or despite their 
abstention were caught between Peronist pressure 
and the veto powers of a growing military establ- 
ishment. and none completed its period of office. 

In 1966. Gen. Juan Carlos Ongania overthrew 
the moderate government of radical -President 
Arturo Dlia with the backing of the Peronist unions.

but bis hardline policies and plans for a long stay in 
power brought the honeymoon to an abrupt end 
three years later. Nationwide street riots sparked a 
wave of violence which forced two subsequent 
military administrations to seekan agreement with 
the political parties for a democratic solution. 

The Peronists had joined the common front to 
press for elections and they won tbe 1973 elections 
by a landslide carrying Hector Campora, a rural 
dentist supported by the leftist factions of Peron- 
ism. to power. Under pressure from the Peronist 
party’s old guard, Dr. Campora resigned and tbe 
78-year-old Gen. Peron was elected for his third 
term in power. 

But his death less than a year later left the gov- 
ernment in the erratic hands of his third wife, a 
former dancer with few qualifications, and the 
country was shaken by open warfare between leftist 
and rightist armed groups. 

Hyperinflation reached four figures and the 
military stepped in again in 1 976 to launch a deter- 
mined anti-guerrilla campaign and bring the 
economy under control. 

Economy Minister Jose Martinez de Hoz sought 
to apply a strict monetarist policy by letting interest 
rates be freely set by market forces, opening up 
imports and maintaining a high rate of exchange for 
the peso, but increased military spending and the 
failure to trim an overgrown public sector under- 
mined his goals. 

The so-called “dirty war” wiped out guerrilla 
violence, but left foe unsolved problem of 
thousands of people who disappeared after being 
kidnapped by armed men r farming to be members 
of the security forces. Military leaders have 
repeatedly said they would not accept any review of 
the anti-guerrilla campaign, but the politicians have 
insisted oo demanding information about tbe 
whereabouts of the missing thousands. 

Government leaders have promised over the past 
few days to draft legislation to deal with the conse- 
quences of the dirty war, but the issue still stands as 
a major stumbling block in foe path toward democ- 
racy. 

The absence of Gen. Peron and Radical Party 
leader Riqrdo B alb in, who died last year, has left 
foe political establishment without any major 
national figure at a time of low public confidence in 
the country’s civilian leaders. 

The freeze on political activities, scheduled to 
end next month, has prevented parties from choos- 
ing new officers, reinforcing the widespread belief 
that the alternative to the military would bring back 
tbe same old faces. Tbe failure of foe last civilian 
government and six years of anti-political parties 
rhetoric by the ruling military have also made their , 
mark. 

But foe steady foil of living standards since the 
coup has blunted foe general frustration of 1976 
and has giyee' politicians a firm rallying point for 
their democratization calls. 

Party leaders have expressed hopes that foe end 
of the political ban will allow them to attract a new 
generation of activists to their ranksand give them a 
strong base to negotiate the terms of a quick transi- 
tion to democracy. (R)

After tbe 1967 Arab-Israeli war he established 
secret cells of Fateh within occupied territory, 
somehow evading foe grip of Israeli security, which 
declared him one of its most wanted men. 

By foe early 1980s Arafat appeared to have cho- 
sen moderation to further the awns of his move- 
ment- It has looked increasingly likely that be 
would push for foe establishment of an indepen- 
dent state in foe West Bank and Gaza, a policy that 
could bring him into conflict with radicals still 
intent on the complete destruction of Israel. 

At the same time as main raining his contacts with 
Arab leaders and the PL 0’s supporters in foe 
Soviet bloc, he has sought to extend his influence in 
Europe. But < diplomacy has remained j ust one part 
of Arafat’s task. As this month’s Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon has shown, be is still a commando leader.

Meager funds, lack of health education * ^ 

Pakistan war on TB ‘midway through

ISLAMABAD (Depthncus)— Pakistan's 
health planners are worried about the inef- 
fectiveness of its anti-tuberculosis pr«*gram. 

From the president down to the lowest 
rung of health officials, everybody is harping 
on the same tune: coordinate efforts ot all 
agencies concerned and integrate programs. 
But enthusiasm peters out on the implemen- 
tation stage, which in turn, is described :i« 
highly unsatisfactory. 

Officials admit that Pakistan has fairly lag- 
ged behind in its fight against TB even com- 
pared with other developing countries. 
Tuberculosis control is described as" midw ay 
through." which probably means a >0 per- 
cent success. 

A preventable and curable disease. TB 
remains a major killer in Pakistan, ll b still 
the fourth major health problem and ab«»ui 
half the country's SO million Pakistanis arc 
feared infected with TB. 

To date, only two national TB prevalence 
surveys have been made. The first was con- 
ducted in ldbO-hZ. the second in l"74-‘i ; '7. 
The latest survey showed thal l. l> percent of 
the population suffered from TB. Only in one 
age group, the 5-°. was ;t decrease irom 
percent to 13 percent recorded. Adult groups 
have the same level of inlection two decade** 
earlier. 


Both survevs showed that 7 out of 10 
Pakistanis, at '20 years old and above, are 
already infected with TB. some of them 
becoming infectious cases in five years. 

Clearly, the national TB control program 
drawn up in 1^65 has failed to make much 
headway. Critics say the national program 
was haphazardly planned and badly organ- 
ized. For intance. while TB control was ini- 
tially planned in four phases, lack of progress 
in tiie first phase disillusioned all involved. 

BCG vaccination, the main weapon cur- 
rently used in preventing the disease, covered 
44 million people in the last 30 years, critics 
say the figure is not impressive enough. 
Amone the country’s 33 million children, for 
instance, vearly BCG vaccination covers only 
one million. At this rate, critics say it will be 
impossible to reach the desired target of vac- 
cinating 70-^0 percent of the people. 

Training ol medical manpower, which was 
zealously undertaken in the last decade, is 
now a forgotten affair. The program still 
draes on but without proper supervision. 
Doctors are reluctant to become TB control 
officers, calling the position "unattractive." 

Even doctors and health planners are 
unable to agree on the most effective and 
economical method of new case-finding — a 
controversy over the years. An elite group of 
i he National Tuberculosis Association, called 
the Chest Specialists’ Panel, advocates mass 


miniature radiography (MMR) for early case 
finding. Its supporters say many more cases 
could be detected at the shortest possible 
time bv using MMR. 

However, critics say it is expensive, need- 
ing frequent repairs and an additional vehicle 
to transport the instrument. They believe TB 
could not be identified with certainty through 
X-rays. They point out that the World Health 
Organization (WHO; recommends sputum- 
smear microscopy for case finding. 

Sputum-smear microscopy involves the 
collection of sputum from suspected patients, 
smearing it with chemicals, and culturing it in 
a laboratory where TB infections are 
detected by the microscope. It is described as 
the quickest and the cheapest method, 
although sputum culture also requires trained 
technicians and special laboratories. MMR. 
on the other hand, is costly and requires 
specialist interpretation, besides giving 
wrong conclusions in certain cases. 

Another major impediment is lack of 
funds. Money is needed to set up dispen- 
saries. pay health care personnel and. above 
all. to buy drugs. Deployment of meager 
funds available is also a problem, more so in a 
country where priorities are not fixed and 
corruption is deeply rooted, even in the 
health services. . . 

Presently, there are 10S chest clinics and 
4.500 hospital beds for TB patients. This

includes six sanatoriums, built in hills and city 
outskirts with better surroundings and clean 
air. Although some places still lack TB clin- 
ics. all major general hospitals now have TB 

wards. . . ' 

However, the quality of services at the 
sanatoriums has hopelessly deteriorated, due 
mainly to lack of specialists and funds. Hospi- 
tal beds are often vacant, because of miscon- 
ception that hospitalization, special diet and 
complete rest o ffer no advantage, nor do they 
shorten the duration of treatment In fact, 
considerable psychological advantages are 
attributed to home treatment in familiar sur- 
roundings. besides being less expensive. 
Thus, the sanatoriums keep losing patients 
and their earlier importance. 

If the TB control program were to be effec- 
tively. integrated into the general health S£t- 
vices. it could count on the available facilities 
of 548 hospitals. 715 maternal and child 
health clinics. 137 rural health centers, along 
with 369 sub-centers and 3.000 dispensaries. 

However, despite the large number and 
diversity of these health outlets, their role in 
the TB control program is doubtful. Integra- 
tion remains a mere wish. District health 
officers complain they are so busy with a host 
of responsibilities that they couldn’t devote 
anv time to the anti-TB campaign. As report-, 
ing of fresh cases in the district and basic work 
is the responsibility of the overburdened dis- 
trict health officers, the program is grounded 
before the take-off. There is also hardly any 
coordination even among various concerned 
departments. 

Compared to inadequate government 
effort, the voluntary agencies have fared no 
better, except making their presence felt with 
occasional lashes in the press. Too many 
tuberculosis seminars and conferences are 
held, where planners and doctors share the 
limelight and pharmaceutical firms display 
their new products. Recommendations, too. 
keep coming in. often depicting different 
viewpoints. 

However, nobody bothers to throw light on 
the implementation aspects of tuberculosis 
control. “Better not touch the weakest link” 
seems to be the general consensus. 

Recommendations regarding tuberculosis 
control are aplenty. Almost all of them stress 
health education, increased BCG vaccina- 
tion. free treatment of patients, availability of 
locally manufactured cheap drugs, proper 
training of doctors and technicians and incen- 
tives for serving in remote areas. Almost 
everyone involved with tuberculosis control 
is convinced that health education plays a 
significant role. 

Lack of health education gives rise to the 
misconception that TB is not a disease but a 
social stigma. It is stressed that at least hall 
the fight against TB - starting from case- 
finding right down to the last dose — could be 
fought and won with one single weapon: 
health education.

Foremost in this program is a medical 
scanning of the vital organs of the crew 
throughout the entire trip. The monitoring, 
known as ecojgraphy, will be carried out by 
French technology and the results will ser ve 
to show whether a human being can live 


indefinitely in a condition of weightlessness. ; 

An allied series of experiments will _be 
conducted on the body structure of the five 
cosmonauts. Non-medical research wil 
include photographing corners of space not 
possible from earth and tests on metals in 
space, a field in which the Sovrat Union has ■ 
much experience. . . 

Both Soviet and French officials see the 
benefits as deriving from a combination or 
French technology with the massive practi- 
cal experience in space built up by Moscow 

over the past ten years. 

Equipment for the experiments has 
already been taken on board the Saljat 
from a progress cargo craft and is being 
given preliminary tests by theadvanc&qrew. 
The mission will be directed from the Soviet 
space control center at Kaliningrad, just 
north of Moscow, which is equipped with a 
giant computer capable of processing a 
staggering 25 million questions per second. 

The flight ends July 2 when Col. Chretien 
and his two Soviet colleagues return to . 
earth, landing southeast of Alka-Lyk in 
Kazakhstan, Soviet Cental Asia. 

The late French President Georges 
Pompidou and Soviet leader . Leonid 
Brezhnev agreed on the project in 1973. 
Mitterrand's predecessor, Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing, put it in motion. 

But relations visibly cooled with the arri- 
val of Mitterrand whose government, 
though remaining committed to the project, 
has signaled its deter mi nation to handle it m 
a low-key fashion. In a reaction to he 
imposition of martial law m Poland las 
December, France gave instructions that 
the mission should be limited to the sphere 
of scientific cooperation. 

French sources in Moscow said Soviet 
officials privately expressed disappoint- 
ment verging on anger at this attitude. At a 
recent press conference. President 
Mitterrand said the flight would go ahead as 
planned, adding that France wished to 
improve its relations with the Soviet Union. 
But he added that he did not plan “to wipe 
the slate clean of the Afghanistan affair and 
neither of the Polish one." 

The French government, accordingly, is 
not sending any officials to attend the 
launch at the Baikonur center. And though 
the two Frenchmen are expected to recem 
state awards from the Soviet Union on 
completion of the mission, there are no 
plans for similar awards from France. 

The French government has given orders 
to minimize the ceremonial and non- 
functional aspects of the project while 
informed sources in Paris say CoL Chre- 
tien has been told to watch what he says in 
space. .

F»*ur of the six foreigners charged with 
treason in last November's bungled attempt 
by mercenaries to overthrow the government 
pleaded guilty Monday. 

The remaining two defendants entered 
pleas of innocent in court before Chief Justice 
Earle Seaton. Treason carries the maximum 
penalty of death by hanging in this Indian 
Ocean republic of 65.000. 

Marlin Dnlinchek. 43. a self-admitted 
member of South Africa's National Intellig- 
ence Serivce. changed an original plea of 
innocent to guilty in regard to the charge of 
■levying war by aiding and abetting persons 
unknown" on the Nov. 25 attack on Pointe 
Larue Airport. 

The South African asked to have his plea 
switched following a meeting with British 


attorney Nicholas Fairbaim during the 
adjournment for lunch, Fairbaim told the 
court. 

Jeremiah Puren. 57. of South Africa. 
Aubrey Brooks. 38. and Roger W. England. 
27. both of Zimbabwe {formerly Rhodesia) 
admitted the charge of "levying war'’ against 
the Socialist government of President France 
Albert Rene. 

A United Nations investigative commis- 
sion concluded that a mercenary-led coup 
attempt last November was aimed at replac- 
ing Rene with his conservative predecessor. 
James Mancham. 

The prosecutor has alleged that Brooks 
and England took part in the fighting at the 
Pointe Larue army camp, and the England 
and Puren engaged in the clash at the airport 
nearby. 


Forty-five mercenaries led by Col. Michael 
"Mad Mike" Ho are managed to escape to 
South Africa on an Air-lndia jetliner, and 
authorities there are trying 43 of them on 
hijack charges. 

Robert C. Sims. 50, of South Africa, 
pleaded innocent to the charge of aiding 
attackers of the airport and to a lesser charge 
of possessing four AK-47 assault rifles. 

Briton Bernard S. Carey, 39, pleaded not 
guilty to a charge relating ro the army camp 
fighting. A seventh defendant. South African 
Susan Ingles. 48, was released last Thursday 
and all charges against her were dropped 
without explanation. She had been accused of 
being the conspirator's “paymaster.” 

There is a growing feeling here that even if 
the six are convicted and sentenced to hang.

Leftists claim capture of Salvador official 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador. June 21 
(API — Leftist guerrillas have claimed to be 
bidding prisoner El Salvador's undersecret- 
ary of defense, who was reported killed last 
week in a helicopter crash during cucrrilla 
clashes. 

The clandestine rebel Radio Veneercmos 
said Sunday the defense official. Col. Adolfo 
Castillo w as captured Saturday. Other leftist 
reports said he was captured while trying to 
hide in the forest and that he had swapped 
identification cards with the body of another 
military man killed in the helicopter crash. 

The claim contradicted earlier reports he 
died in a helicopter crash while flying over a 
battle zone along with Col. Salvador Beltran 
Luna, his bodyguard and a pilot. Thursday in 
northern Morazan province. 

Beltran Luna is military commander of the 
embattled Morazan province, where more 
than 3.500 U.S.-trained government troops 
have been fighting rebels holed up for two 
weeks in the town of Perquin. 135 miles east 


of the capital. 

The military command said Salvadoran 
troops rescued the pilot Friday, and 
announced the death of Castillo, the No. 4 
man in the Salvadoran high command. But it 
held out slight hope that Beltran Luna might 
be alive. 

In Managua. Nicaragua, the newspaper 
Nuevo Diario also reported Castillo’s capture. 
The newspaper, which supports Nicaragua’s 
Sandinista government, said a correspondent 
in San Salvador had confirmed the report 
with Salvadoran guerrilla Cmdr. Claudio 
Rabindranath Armijo. 

Rabindranath told the newspaper that Cas- 
tillo placed his identification card on the body 
of a dead comrade on the helicopter and 
eluded capture until Saturday. 

On Saturday guerrillas offered to return 
the bodies of two of the officers killed in the 
helicopter crash, as long as the government 
recognizes that the rebel army has taken pris- 


oners of war. 

The government has ignored publicly the 
existence of soldiers held prisoner during the 
32-month-old war. 

Defense Minister Jose Guillermo Garcia 
dismissed the conflicting reports as pure 
speculation. He noted that Radio Vence- 
remos had also said the helicopter pilot had 
been captured but later reported his death in 
the crash. Gen. Garcia said the pilot had been 
rescued by government troops, adding: 
“Until we see our comrades alive or 
dead...we will carry on believing that it is all 
pure speculation.” 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP) — U.S. 
Defense Secretary Caspar W. Weinberger 
said Sunday that an “unprecedented” series 
of strategic missile tests by the Soviet Union 
last week looked like a scenario for fighting a 
nuclear war. 

Secretary ofSrare AlexanderHaig accused 
the Soviets Saturday of conducting the tests. 
He claimed the Soviet action belied the arms 
control proposals made by the Soviets last 
week at a U.N. conference on disarmament. 

The tests, which took place in stages, 
reportedly involved an anti-satellite weapon, 
the launching of intercontinental and sea- 
based ballistic missiles and the firing of two 
anti-ballistic missiles that successfully inter- 
cepted two incoming missiles. 

In an interview on ABCs “This Week 
With David Brinkley.” Weinberger called 
the tests an “unprecedented display” of 
Soviet military strength. 

Weinberger said the purpose of tests might 
be to “send out a signal.. .that no matter what 
they say. they still have this growing and 
immense arsenal of strength that underlines 
all our points.. .That there is no way we can 
maintain a credible deterrence without mod- 
ernizing our forces.” 

When asked whether he agreed with the 
assessment that the tests ‘rooked like a 
scenario for fighting a nuclear war.” Wein- 
berger said, “yes, I agree....!t is just another 
piece of evidence displaying the fact that they 
believe that a nuclear war can be fought and 
can be won. We don’t think, a nuclear war can 
be won." 


BRUNEVAL. France. (AP) — Prince 
Charles of Britain and President Francois 
Mitterrand of France of Sunday marked the 
40th anniversary of a daring World War 11 
British raid that knocked a Nazi radar station 
on the French coast. The heir to the British 
throne thanked France for its support of Bri- 
tain during the Falkland Islands conflict with 
Argentina. 

GUATEMALA CITY (R) — Seven per- 
sons were injured and 1.500 were left home- 
less in a Guatemalan border town when an 
earthquake rocked Central America Satur- 
day. the national emergency committee said 
Sunday. 

NEW YORK (R) — Indonesian Foreign 
Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmadja was 
quoted Sunday as saying the United States 
was moving too close to China, which South- 
east Asian governments saw as their biggest 
threat. He added that U.S. policy in Asia was 
distorted by worries about the Soviet Union.

to ending recession darkroom 


WASHINGTON. June 21 (AP) — Poor 
countries can and should help pull rich ones 
out of recession, says the chief economist of 
the World Bank — an organization that tradi- 
tionally tries to get rich nations to help the 
poor. 

Helen Hughes, head of the bank's 
economic analysis department, says that in 
the recession of the mid- 1 970s it was the poor 
countries of the southern hemisphere “that 
pulled the north out of the trough." 

The poor countries can help recession- 
plagued nations by dismantling import bar- 
riers. More orders from the poor countries 
for industrial products and machinery would 
stimulate business and create new jobs in the 
rich countries. 

Mrs. Hughes' thinking follows that of Wil- 
liam E. Brock, the U.S. trade representative. 
Brock said in a recent speech that the United 
States already sells more of its manufactured 
goods to the poor countries than it is sells to 
all of Western Europe and Japan combined. 

Brock says the poor countries should open 
their markets in return for promises from the 
United States and other industrial countries 
not to set up new barriers to their products. 
Mrs. Hughes, an Australian, says the indus- 


trial countries now charge an average tariff of 
about 5 percent of the value of the goods they 
import. In Latin America, the tariffs average 
30 percent to 40 percent. 

“Trade barriers are dangerous to the 
developing countries themselves, as well as to 
the industrial countries in the north," she told 
repotters last week at a World Bank confer- 
ence. “The developing countries that have 
the highest barriers are the one that have 
grown the least.” 

Mrs. Hughes says some of the countries 
that have been growing less poor are 
“liberalizing’ their imports by dropping 
tariffs, -eliminating import quotas and getting 
rid of other trade barriers. She cited countries 
in the Pacific basin, specifically South Korea 
and Taiwan. “The debate is raging in 
Indonesia.” she added. 

Mrs. Hughes said the World Bank can 
finance some of the increased purchases of 
goods from industrialized nations through its 
SI 3 billion a-year loan program. 

The World Bank makes loans at virtually 
no interest to the poorest countries. The 
money for these loans comes from a fund to 
which the United States and 32 other coun- 
tries contribute. 


U.S. move hits German firm 


FRANKFURT, June 21 (R) — President 
Ronald Reagan's decision to broaden sanc- 
tions against the Soviet Union will effectively 
halt work on a pipeline to bring gas from 
Siberia to Western Europe, one of the major 
pipeline contractors has said. 

A spokesman for AEG-Telefunken said 
Sunday it could not build the turbines without 
key ports based in technology from the U.S. 
firm General Etecric (GE). 

The sanctions, announced Friday, meant 
that AEG would be unable to obtain rotor 
blades of high enough quality for the 47 
turbines that would drive the gas through 
the 4,500-km (2. 800- mile) pipeline, he said.- 

In response to the declaration of martial 
law- in Poland six months ago. President 
Reagan banned sates of U.S. technology to 
the Soviet Union, including heavy machinery 
and parts for the S10 to S20 billion pipeline. 

Friday's move expanded the sanctions to 
include equipment made by overseas sub- 
sidiaries of U.S. companies and foreign 
manufacturers under licence from U.S. firms. 

AEG, whose turbine contract is worth 650 
million marks ($265 million), had been look- 
ing for alternative sources of the rotor blades, 
but had found none that avoided using GE 
designs, the spokesman said. The widening of 
the "embargo threatened several thousand 
jobs in the company and among its sub- 
contractors. • • 

Noting that contracts with the Soviet 
Union were signed in the autumn of last year, 
before the United States imposed the export" 
restrictions. AEG said in * a statement it 
feared far-reaching consequences for future 
economic relations between Western Europe 
and East European and Third World 
countries.

PERTH. June 21 (AFP) — A 
prospector near here has unearthed a gold 
nugget worth a small fortune from a rubb- 
ish lip. 

Mike Charlton, of the Perth suburb of 
ArmidJle. was hunting for gold with a 
metal detector to pay mounting domestic 
bill*- when he found a 60 ounce specimen 
> w ::h a current value of about 1 8,000 
Australian dollars ($18,480). 

But he has become so attached to the 
nugget that he may not sell it after all. He 
said Monday he considered the nugget, 
which he has named “golden dream”, to 
be a collectors piece which could become 
more valuable over the years. 


Coal regains pride 
of place in France 


PARIS. June 2 1 — In France, coal is com- 
ing back again. And. wherever possible, 
home- prod ueed coal. This was decided by the 
government and approved by parliament dur- 
ing the great debate on energy and fuel which 
took place in Paris last October. 

One idea which obsesses France is that of 
her independence in fuel and power. And 
now she is rediscovering a source of power 
which people had perhaps “forgotten” a little 
ton quickly. It is now being generally admit- 
ted that this fuel independence can be found 
in the splitting of the atom, certainly, but also 
in seams of coal deep in the earth. 

Thc "back to coal" campaign and particu- 
larly French coal is thus one of the key ele- 
ments in the government’s fuel-and-power 
strategy, in the same way as the campaign for 
saving fuel, plans for using niidear energy 
more and the control of oil supplies. 

The first decision was to develop the con- 
sumption of coal. The target is fixed at a level 
of 53 to 60 million tons per year between now 
and 1990. The objective is to increase three- 
fold the consumption of coal, in the iron and 
steel industry'. 


Tin prices shoot up 


LONDON, June 21 (AFP) — Tin prices 
shot up 600 pounds a ton in trading Monday 
from Friday's five-year low to 6100/6150 
pounds lor three months delivery following 
reports that Far Eastern producers were 
planning moves to force prices higher by 
forming a producers cartel. 

Malaysia, it was said, agreed to join the 
new tin agreement, while at the same time 
forming a producers* cartel with Indonesia 
and Thailand, dealers in London said the 
price would not be allowed to fall to last 
j ear's levels, which were well below the cost 
of production.

DALLAS, June 21 (AP) — The 
Associated Press unveiled the mini- 
electronic darkroom Sunday, saying the 
desk-top equipment can be a building 
block for technological advances in news 
gathering. 

In the short run, the portable electronic 
darkroom wifl mean enhanced photo qual- 
ity for members of the AP, said Dave 
Rutherford, the APs chief engineer. To 
news paper readers, the darkroom will 
mean better photographs. 

Darkroom eventually may lead to 
quicker transmission of photographs over 
the APs laserpboto network. 

It will allow transmissions from nega- 
tives to the AP darkroom in as little as 30 
seconds. Rutherford said. Current tech- 
nology requires eight minutes to move a 
photo print over the laserphoto network, 
and the electronic darkroom may lead to 
technology that will reduce that time. 

A television camera can be hooked 
directly into the mini-darkroom, produc- 
ing a photo that can move on a network 
within two min utes. However, the quality 
of such photos is not as good as conven- 
tional photographs. Rutherford said. 

The APs first mini-electronic dar- 
kroom — a computer that fits under one- 
half of a desk, a video display terminal and 
a television screen — was demonstrated at 
the American Paper Publishers Associa- 
tion production management conference 
here. 

The equipment allows for simultaneous 
reception of photographs. Each photo is 
converted into about 2.5 million bytes of 
information in 256 levels of gray. 


NEW YORK, June 21 (R) — Mounting 
pressures in the U.S. financial system are 
expected to push U.S. interest rates higher in 
coming months and some money market 
analysis and economists now. believe these 
factors may well result in a credit crunch. 

In forecasting continued high interest rates 
through most, if not all, of 1982, economists 
at Aubrey G. Lanston and Co. saidtbe possi- 
bility of further business failures and major 
financial strains in the commercial paper. and 
Eurodollar market may result in cutting off 
financing to less credit worthy borrowers. 

Chase Manhattan Bank economist Philip 
Braverman noted that already the credit 
markets are beset by a broad spectrum of 
negatives which threaten to push yields wefi 
above the current distressed levels. 

Is the bank’s latest Capital Markets Report 

he wrote that in addition to weak, technical 
factors, the credit markets continue to be 
burdened by business short-term and long- 
term borrowing. 

Braverman noted that business loans are 
rising at the same time the treasury’s borrow- 
ing is stepping up sharply, and in addition, the 
overhang of corporate bonds mow is at a 
record $26 billion. 

Braverman said that concerns over bank- 
ruptcies, creditworthiness and liquidity are 
mounting even as the economy is beginning 
to show signs of recovery. 

“Although a recovery should begin soon, it 
is not likely to be either strong or sustalned 
- with this rise in rates." Braverman said, 
adding “indeed, a credit-liquidity crunch is 
now a distinct possibility." 

The adverse impact continued high interest 
rates already has had on corporate profits is 
evidenced by an ever-increasing reduction in 
corporate quality ratings. 

In the latest “Comments on Credit” Salo- 
mon Brothers Inc economists noted that dur- 
ing the first five months of 1982, two inde- 
pendent rating agencies. Standard and Poor’s 


Coip. and Moody’s Investors Service Inc, 
have quickened their pace of reducing the 
credit ratings of U.S. corporate bonds. 

Analysts agree that two factors primarily 
are responsible for the expected rise in inter- 
est rates, namely large treasury borrowings 
and the Federal Reserve's monetary policy. 

Elliott Platt of Donaldson, Lufkin and Jen- 
rette Securities Corp said these factors will 
force real interest rates to. remain at histori- 
cally hi gh levels and preclude the cut in nom- 
inal interest rates that the disinflation process 
would otherwise generate. In the firm’s most 
recent issueof Money Notes he said the severe 
erosion of bond prices over the past four 
weeks reflects the growing realization that 
both real and nominal rates are likely to 
remain extremely high for an extended 
period of time. - 

The Lanston economists base their outlook 
for higher interest rates on heavy federal 
government credit demands associated with 
an excessively loose fiscal policy.

A 17-member board of directors was 
elected, led by former Kuwait Finance Minis- 
ter Abdul Rahman Salem Al-Atiqi. 

lnvestcorp’ s president — and chief execu- 
tive officer Nemii Kirdar told Reuters opera- 
tions would commence early next year, when 
an office would be opened in London. 

The organization will offer regional 
investment banking services and 
opportunities for international investment, 
Kirdar said. He did not think lower income 
from the region’s oil exports because of price 
and production cuts would effect investment.

EEC lifts curbs on Argentina

Italy all set 
to launch 
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LUXEMBOURG. June 21 (AFP) — The 
EEC foreign ministers Monday formally 
ended community's economic sanctions 
against Argentina with effect from Monday. 
. They were imposed on April 10 when 
Argentina occupied the Falkland Islands, 
now retaken by Britain. But the European 
Economic Community (EEC) countries, who 
halted arms deliveries to Argentina, will 
maintain their 'embargo, a communique from 
the ministers said. 

' 1 -Ministers also noted that Britain intended 
to maintain certain of its own economic 
measures against Argentina for the moment. 
••The communique said the EEC sanctions 
weTe lifted on the assumption that hostilities 
had definitively ceased in the South Atlantic. 


But if this proved to be incorrect, the 10- 
nation community “would react immedi- 
ately.'’ 

Belgian Foreign Minister Leo Tindemans 
announced the decision. British Foreign Sec- 
retary. Francis Pym asked that the embargo 
be maintained until Argentina publicly 
announced a decision to stop hostilities. He 
accepted the decision to lift the sanctions 
after the other ministers agreed to re impose 
the measures if fighting resumes. 

Tindemans said representatives from each 
EEC country would meet to define the condi- 
tions under which the embargo would be 
reimposed if necessary. 

Britain, meanwhile, will maintain its ban 
on trade with Argentina, its freeze on Argen- 


Freight rates touch new low 


LONDON, June 21 (AFP) — Further 
reductions were made by ship-owners last 
week on the weakened freight market, 
despite talk of a return of Soviet charterers 
after a two-month absence. 

. The price cuts were most noticeable in the 
grain trades, with rales on the U.S. Gulf) 
Japan route dropping to a 30-month low of 
JJ7 for 30,000 tonners and $16.25 for 
50,600 tonners. In the trans-Atlantic trade a 
24,000 tonner accepted $7.50 (down 50 
cfentsj/ton equivalent to the low for the year 
touched in February. 

' Out of the U.S. Atlantic coast a 24,000-ton 
‘grain cargo was booked to Morocco at only 
$10/ ton, down a massive $7.75 on the previ- 
ous week’s business. 

" Halt in the fighting m the South Atlantic 
brought out more inquiry for the River Plate, 
."but rates were nevertheless far from steady, 
.despite the reported presence of Soviet oper- 
ations. 

- The abundant amount of tonnage available 
meant that a 20.000-ton grain shipment to 


Mexico was fixed at $35/ton, down $2. 

Latest Soviet grain purchases from 
Argentina were said to be between 800,000 
tons and one million tons, for shipment 
between July and September. The Soviet 
Union may buy a total of five million tons 
oveT the next few months, but there was no 
confirmation from Buenos Aires. 

Nevertheless, one 50,000 tonner was 
booked for a “spot” time-charter voyage to 
the Black Sea, while another slightly larger 
vessel was also believed to have been taken. 
- South African maize shipments to Japan 
were fixed at the lower rate of $1 8.25/ton 
(down 25 cents) — within 25 cents of Febru- 
ary’s three-year low. 

Tapioca shipments continued to attract 
great interest from Thailand as operators 
attempted to beat the June 19 deadline in 
exports: One 150,000 bulk carrier was 
known to have been fixed to Europe, while 
another vessel (around 225,000 tons) was 
believed fixed on a lump sum basis of $1 :35 
million.

ROME. June 21 (AFP) — Italy began a 
tough week Monday with an austerity prog- 
ram due to be announced and a one-day gen- 
eral strike scheduled. 

Gasoline, cigarettes, phone and electricity 
charges are likely to go up under an austerity 
program to be detailed in parliament Wed- 
nesday by Premier Giovanni Spadolini. 

The government is likely believed to be 
planning higher indirect taxes, while severe 
cuts are likely to budgets the government sees 
as not essential. 

The object is to curb government spending 
which could total 69.000,000 million lire 
($50 billion) in 1982 or one-fifth higher than 
the ceiling initially fixed. 

U.S. revises fall 
Of GNP to 3.7% 

WASHINGTON, June 21 (Rj-.U -S. gross 
national product (CjNP) fell at a revised sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 3.7 percent in 
the first quarter, instead of 4.3 percent as 
previously reported, the Commerce Depart- 
ment said. 

The annual rate of inflation, as measured 
by the implicit price deflator, was 3.8 percent 
during the quarter, rather than 3.5 percent as 
previously estimated. 

The revised GNP estimare reflected 
slightly higher consumer spending and busi- 
ness investment and a somewhat stronger net 
export performance than previously 
estiamted. 

WFC parley opens 

ACAPULCO, Mexico, June 21 (R) — 
Agriculture ministers from six continents 
began a United Nations food conference in 
Acapulco Monday to discuss ways of feeding 
the world’s 400 million severely under- 
nourished people. 

The conference, sponsored by the U.N.

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Dollar dims gold’s glitter

JEDDAH. June 21 — The dollar's 
advance against the other major world cur- 
rencies was seemingly unchecked Monday. 
The British pound and French franc fell to 
new record lows, while the other European 
currencies lost significant ground. On the 
money markets, the first trading day of the 
week witnessed some further firming in 
Eurodollar deposit rates which took the 
one-year rate to 16 % percent levels. 

The bullion markets were once again 
depressed and both gold and silver crashed 
down to new low levels. Gold fell below the 
S300 mark to trade nervously at $294 in 
London and Zurich, while silver lost more 
ground to trade under the $5.00 level at 
$4.86 an ounce. The ratio between gold and 
silver prices, at more than 60 to 1. is at its 
widest for the past 8 years, and dealers are 
forecasting further fails this week if the dol- 
lar’s advance remains unchecked. 

The local markets were active Monday 
especially on the exchanges where spot 
riyal/doOar rates opened at 3.4310-20 but 
soon reached heights of 3.4330-50 levels — 
the highest this year. Trading was active 
both within the Kingdom and in the 
Bahraini based OBLTs — offshore banking 
units, and commercial demand for curren- 
cies was also reported up given the advan- 
tageous exchange rates now prevailing in 
the markets. By close of business Monday, 
spot riyal/dollar rates had eased back to 
i around 3.4318-35 levels. 


In the local money markets. Monday 
another cautious trading day with rates 
remaining stable and few rises noted, espe- 
cially in the longer tenors, liquidity could 
still be seen in the market and most trading 
was concentrated in the short periods, but 
some deals in the three to six month tenors 
were also recorded. 

The one-month J1BOR was steady at 
13% — 14 Va percent, in fact down by V* 
percent over opening levels, but the one- 
year deposit was firmer «t 14 % - 14 3 A 
percent both riyal and dollar deposits are 
now showing positive yield curves. In the 
shorter tenors, the week-fixed was quoted 
at 12 % - 13 y* percent. 

Iu the European exchanges, dealers were 
taken back by the dollar’s advance. It was 
true that the U.S. money supply figures had 
risen by $1.4 billion Friday, but there was 
genuine confusion as to the recent and rapid 
increases that have occurred, and some 
sharp profit-selling illustrated this nervous- 
ness. 

The French franc was seemingly destined 
for the 7.00 franc level against the dollar, 
for it traded at 6.9100 by later afternoon in 
Paris.- while the British pound fell to 1976 
levels and traded at 1.7170 levels. The 
German mark lost ground at 2.4900 and the 
Swiss currency was down to 2.1400 from 
2.1 300 on Friday. The yen. despite Bank of 
Japan support, fell to 259.10 levels. The 
question being asked now is: Where will it i 
end.

WASHINGTON, (R) - After-tax profits 
of U.S. corporations fell a revised 18 percent 
in the first quarter, instead of 1 7.5 percent as 
first reporred, the Commerce Department 
said.

Tbe new port will be located at El Dikheila, 
10 kilometers west of the country's principal 
port at Alexandria. The El Dikheila port will 
also serve the needs of an 800,000 ton capac- 
ity steel mill to be constructed at El Dikheila. 

ZURICH, (R) — Swiss foreign exchange 


reserves tell 615 million francs to 23.99 bil- 
lion in the second 10 day period of June, the 
national bank said. Money market liquidity 
as measured by sight deposits of banks, 
trade and industry rose 171 million francs to 
6.84 billion, it added. 

FRANKFURT. (R) - West German net 
currency reserves rose 3.4 billion marks in 
the second June week to 69.1 billion, after a 
700 million mark decline in the previous 
week, the Bundesbank said. Non-currency 
reserves were unchanged at about 3.1 billion 
marks, bringing net monetary reserves to 
about 72.2 bill — on marks.

PEBBLF. BEACH. California. June 21 
(AP) — Tom Watson won the United States 
Open Golf Championship Sunday for the 
first time, scoring a two-stroke victory after 
destroying Jack Nicklaus' dream of a record 
fifth title with a dramatic, chip-in birdie on 
the 1 7th hole. Watson, with a 2-under-par 70 
in the final round, posted a winning of 2S2. 

The dramatic turning point came on the

on perhaps the most beautiful course in the 
CJ'wntn-. the famed Pebble Beach Golf links. 
Playing a half-hour and two holes behind the 
mighty Nicklaus. Watson tied with him a four 
shots under par when he wen! in the tee on 
the par-3 hole with the green on a peninsula 
that mis inio Carml Bay. 

Nicklaus had finished his play and was 
watching on television when Watson pulled 
his tee shot into ankle-deep rough between 
two bunkers on the left. With the pin tucked 
close to that side. Watson was staring straight 
into the gloomy face of bogey, a bogey that 
would drop him a stroke off the pane. 

But he lofted the little chip over the wet 
rough that separate him from the putting sur- 
face. crouched as the ball began to run to the 
cup and went sprinring around the green as 


the ball disappeared in the hole for a birdie. 

Nicklaus. holder of a record 17 major pro- 
fessional titles and sharing the record of four 
U.S. Open titles, rode into contention on a 
string of five consecutive birdies on the front 
side. tied for the lead w'ith a birdie on the 1 5 th 
and appeared to have it won — or at least 
have a spot in the playoff — when he finished 
with a 69 and a 284 total.

He scored a One 
43rd minute goal for a 2-0 halftime lead and 
then set up a 48th minute goal forDidierSix. 

Abdulla Buloushi pulled back a consola- 
tion goal for Kuwait in the 74th minute 
before the trouble started and Maxime Bossis 
rounded off the scoring.

Austria’s 

chances 

OVIEDO. Spain. June £ 1 (AP) — Austria 
powered a 2-0 Group Two victory Monday 
over Algeria that waylaid the African team's 
hopes of an easy transition into the second 
phase of the World Cup finals. 

The victory boosts Austria's chance of 
advancing, but it by no means eliminates 
Algeria. Austria, playing Algeria for the first 
time ever, jumped to a 1-0 lead in the 56th 
minute when the ball rebounded off Algerian 
midfielder Lakhdar Belloumi. and the alert 
Walter Shcachner was on hand to score for 
the second straight game. 

Forward Hans Kranki took a pass from 
Kurt Welzl and in the 68th minute unleashed 
a powerful left-footed shot that rocketed well 
past Algerian goalkeeper Medhi Cerbah, 
extending the Austrians' lead to 2-0. Both 
teams were coming off opening-game vic- 
tories. with Algeria upsetting West Germany 
2-1 and Austria shutting out Chile 1-0. 

Each side played heavily defensive soccer 
throughout the first half, with few dangerous 
Algerian shots on goal. But Austrian Goal- 
keeper Koncilia was not to be beaten. 
Austrian forward Walter Schachner missed 
an easy chance to score in the 26th minute 
when he hit a clear shot that bounced off 
teammate Bruno Pezzey's ankle near the 
goal. 

Algeria made sustained efforts in the pen- 
alty area, after scoring an early chance, in the 
31st minute, when Rabah Madjer forced 
Austrian goalkeeper Friedl Knocilia to make 
two stretching saves in 60 seconds. Chaabane 
Marzekane followed through a minute later 
with a header that bounced off the crossbar 
and was kicked away from the line by 
Austrian defender Erich Obermayer. 

The Algerians, considered no-mopers 
when they arrived in Spain, held their own in 
the over-defensive clash, more than matching 
the Austrians for the first 45 minutes. In fact 
they could well have gone ahead before the 
game was ten minutes old. 

The Austrian defense only half-cleared a 
shot from Belloumi and Zidane was on hand 
to slam in an effort which Koncilia tipped 
over for a comer. The Algerians had another 
chance when Madjer picked up a pass from 
Zidane and with the Austrians expecting the 
referee to blow for offside, the Algerian 
front-runner ran free and had only the 
Austrian keeper to beat.

There are many worthwhile 
conventions that enable a good 
defensive pair to score ail the 
tricks they’re entitled to 
make. Some players ignore 
these conventions, relying 
more on instinct than science, 
but this is a dangerous way to 
play the game. 

Take the present deal, 
which features high-class 
partnership defense. West 
leads a club. East winning 
dummy’s queen with the ace. 
•East, correctly diagnosing the 


lead as a singletop, returns the 
three of dubs, ruffed by West 
with the deuce. 

East’s low club return, 
rather than any old dub, is 
conventional. It says that, as 
between hearts and diamonds, 
he wants West to lead the 
lower-ranking suit next Had 
East preferred a heart return, 
he would have played the eight 
of clubs to ask for the higher 
suit to be returned. 

Accordingly, West leads the 
diamond three to East’s queen , 
and South's ace. Declarer 
plays a trump to dummy’s 
jack and East's ace, and now 
East has a genuine problem. 

If he thinks West has 
another trump. East should 
return a club; but if he thinks 
West has no more trumps, his 
only chance is a diamond 
return. With only his own 13, 
cards to rely on. East might go' 
wrong and hand South the con- 
tract. But another convention,, 
the trump echo, comes to his 
rescue. 

West's raff with the two of 
spades, followed later by the 
four, denies a holding of three, 
trumps. If West had held the 6-' 
4-2, he would have ruffed the 
club with the four and later - 
played the deuce to indicate a 
third trump. 

East therefore returns a dia- 
mond at trick five, and four 
spades goes down two. With a 
club return.

Argentina isolates returning POWs

PUERTO MADRYN. Argentina. June 
21 (AP) — Anxious to minimize the bitter 
spectacle of Argentine war prisoners 
returning from the Falklands on British 
ships, the military junta is keeping the men 
isolated behind a heavy security screen. 

But the curtain of secrecy is distressing 
relatives, who have come here trying to 
learn the fate of their loved ones. “1 tried to 
take a woman from Santa Fe (in northern 
Argentina) to the docks, and then they 
wouldn't let her in. She doesn't know if her 
son is alive or dead. Now what kind of deal 
is that?” asked a cab driver, who took three 
journalists to a military checkpoint near the 
port area here. 

Soldiers armed with automatic rifles have 
scaled off the docks to all visitors, including 
relatives and journalists. The majority of 
the 1 0.000 or more prisoners of war due 
back from the Falklands after the surrender 
of the Argentine invasion force are being 
^hunted to this snow-swept Patagonian 
v. 


port, about 1.062 kilometers south of 
Buenos Aires. 

The first 4.200 war-weary troopers 
arrived here Saturday aboard the 
requisitioned British cruise liner Canberra. 
They reportedly were hustled aboard trucks 
andbuses and whisked 64 kilometers south 
to a naval air station near the town of Trc- 
lew. Access to the Trelew Airport, which 
adjoins the base, has been restricted until 
Thursday, military officers said. 

Th* field reportedly is being used by the 
military as a staging area to send the repat- 
riated prisoners back to their units before 
they will be given furloughs of war. The con- 
verted North Sea ferry Norland was expected 
Monday with more than 1.000 additional 
prisoners of war. 

Thousands of people lined the shore 
Saturday to watch the Canberra r s arrival 
from a distance. Its appearance carried a 
note of irony since the Argentine military 
command claimed the ship was sunk during 
the conflict. 


The Canberra was mobilized by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's government 
about two months ago to feny British 
troops to the wax fleet massed in the South 
Atlantic to spearhead the recapture of the 
Falklands following Argentina's invasion 
April 2. 

The Canberra was the largest ship ever to 
visit this port, which exports bauxite, the 
prime ingredient in the production of 
aluminum. 

There were some wounded soldiers 
among those who arrived Saturday. They 
were taken by ambulance to the regional 
hospital in Trelew. where security also was 

tight. 

"Some of the boys are in a delicate condi- 
tion. The military has asked that the hospi- 
tal be closed to everyone.” said an elderly 
hospital volunteer finishing her shift. Rela- 
tives of non-military patients who came to 
the hospital during visiting hours Sunday 
were turned away at the door by hospital 
security personnel.

Smaller missile powers upsetU.S. planners

WASHINGTON. June 2 1 (AP)— United 
States military planners, studying the lessons 
of the Falklands war. are voicing concern 
about the growing number of smaller nations 
with "the great equalizer” — new-generation 
smart missiles that increase the vulnerability 
of the world's great navies. 

E'en Brunei, a nation of about 200.000 
persons on the coast of Borneo, has an 
arsenal of smart missiles. *' Every nation that 
has the money to buy a smart weapon poses a 
considerable risk.” says Adm. Harry Train 
Jr., commander of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet. 
•■We know those missiles have a great capa- 
bility to destroy warships." 

In the Falklands war. the Argentine attacks 
on British ships with French built Exocets 
graphically demonstrated the power of the 
new weapons. 

The major military powers no longer have 
a monopoly on new weapons. The Exocet- 
type missiles are a popular item for any 
nation with money. 

Military officials suggest that some nations 
buy smart missiles because the purchase gives 
them big-power status. The United States has 


sold many of its missiles to other NATO 
nations, which in turn are selling their own 
missiles to Third World countries. 

Among the 24 nations that have the Exocct 
are Malaysia. Ecuador. Ghana. Kuwait and 
Abu Dhabi. 

The sea-skimming Exocet. little known 
before the Falklands" war. has gained a repu- 
. tation as 3 wonder weapon, particularly after 
one devastated the British destroyer Shef- 
field. 

“That’s because these things had never 
really been fired in anger before." said a 
military industry spokesman who declined to 
be identified. “Everyone in the military has 
known for years what these new smart mis- 
siles can do." 

Meanwhile, the tools of war successfully 
used by the British in the Falklands conflict 
were displayed Monday at an army exhibition 
at Aldershot. London, with the makers 
expecting lots of foreign interest. 

British Defense Secretary John Nott was 
opening the week-long British army equip- 
ment exhibition of military expertise, services 


and technology and James Blyth. head of 
government arms sales said it will be the big- 
gest of the four held to date 

At a press view Sunday, peace campaigners 
displayed the placards they plan to carry in a 
demonstration against the international arms 
trade. 

The Argentine news agency Diaries Y 
Noticias reported at the weekend that return- 
ing Argentine soldiers captured in the Falk- 
lands complained they had no cold-weather 
clothing to match that used by their British 
captors, and that the British troops had “an 
overpowering technical superiority." 

Some 230 companies and the govern- 
ment’s armaments factories were parading 
their wares at Aldershot on a 13-acre rite 
and up to 500 representatives from more 
than 90 countries were invited — including 
Argentina. The invitation went out before 
the April 2 invasion of the Falklands. 

The display always attracts top military 
brass to inspect tanks, armored cars, artillery, 
missiles, communications equipment, lasers, 
training aids, buttons, badges and boots. 
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Woman with bomb held in Rome 
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ROME. June 21 (AP)— Customs police at 
Romes Leonardo da Vinci Airport have 
arrested a suspected West German woman 
terrorist bringing in a bomb several times 
more powerful than the one that killed 85 
persons at the Bologna train station in 1 980 
in Italy’s worst postwar terrorist attack, 
police reported Monday. 

The bomb was hidden in a false bottom of a 
“huge" aluminum luggage belonging to the 
woman who flew in from Bucharest Friday 
aboard a Romanian Tarom Airlines flight 
police said. 

“It’s a very sophisticated bomb, with a 
factory-manufactured time device attached 
to a battery we don’t see in Italy." said a 
police official who asked not to be identified. 

The woman was identified as Christa Mar- 
got Froehlich. 40. a resident of Hanover 
where she worked as a part-time teacher. 
Police said preliminary investigations showed 
she had tics withWest Germany’s ultra-leftist 
“Baader MeinhoF’ terrorist group. 

Police said she was about to get into a taxi 
when a customs agent, who Followed her after 
smelling a strong odor from her luggage, 
stopped her and escorted back into the cus- 
toms' office for search. 

“I declare myself a political prisoner." she 
told the authorities after arrest and is refusing 
to answer questions, the sources said. 

Police said she had. in addition to her West 
German passport, two fake passports — one 
West German identifying her as Beatrix 
Odcnhal and the other Austrian issued for 
Marie Zimmermann. She used the fake West 
German passport to enter Italy, they said. 

Police also found on her two driver’s 
licenses — one West German and the other 
Austrian — and nearly S 2.500 in West Ger- 
man marks. French francs. U.S. dollars.

Fear of ship ban 
worries America 

CANBERRA. June 21 (R) — The United 
States expressed concern Monday that its 
warships might be banned from South Pacific 
ports. Australian Foreign Minister Tony 
Street said. 

Opposition labor panics in Australia and 
New Zealand oppose facilities for U.S. 
nudear-armed ships, and several South 
Pacific island nations have raised the possibil- 
ity of banning nuclear ships as pan of a policy 
to promote a nuclear-free Pacific zone. 

Street told reporters the United States 
raised the issue on the first day of the two-day 
council meeting of the ANZUS pact. He said 
he had 'received the impression that a ban on 
U.S. ships "would make the maintenance of 
the ANZUS Treaty as we have known it of 
tht greatest difficulty ... it is difficult to sec 
how it could survive." 

Earlier U.S. Deputy Secretary of State 
Walter Stoessel discussed the issue with 
Australian Labor Party leader Bill Hayden, 
who has said that if he became prime minister 
after elections duo next year he would ban 
U.S. nuclear-armed ships from Australian 
ports.

Cambodians 
set to Sign 

coalition 
pact today 

KUALA LUMPUR. June 21 {Agencies) 
— Former Cambodian head of state Prince. 
Norodom Sihanouk arrived here from Peking 
Monday to sign an accord on a coalition gov- 
ernment with the two other anti- Vietnamese 
resistance leaders Tuesday. 

Sihanouk is to sign the agreement with 
Khieu Samphan. president of Dtfmdcranc 
Kampuchea, and former Cambodian Prime 
Minister Son Sana. The prince has said he 
places no preconditions on joining a coalition 
and will go along with any agreement bet- 
ween Khieu Samphan and Son Sann. 

China has urged the three resistance forces 
to unite as soon as possible to fight the Viet- 
namese and ensure that the ousted regime of 
Democratic Kampuchea will not lose its seat 
in the United Nations. China gives aid to all 
three factions and both Chinese and inter- 
national aid is expected to increase after coal- 
ition is actually formed. 

However. Malaysia will not provide the 
new coalition with military aid, Malaysian 
Deputy Prime Minister Datuk Musa Hitam 
said in Bangkok Monday. 

Any attempt by the resistance forces to 
oust the estimated 200.000 Vietnamese 
troops from Kampuchea “would have to be 
done internally.’' Datuk Musa told journal- 
ists. , 

The United States. Australia and Canada 
have also said they would not provide milit- 
ary assistance to the coalition, of which the 
Khmer Rouge, with about 30.000 men, is the 
main fighting force. 

Meanwhile. Vietnam Monday warned the 
Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) that the Chinese-backed Khmer 
Rouge would dominate the proposed coali- 
tion of Cambodian resistance groups, creat- 
ing a dangerous precedent for “Maoist" sub- 
version and sabotage in the region. 

ASEAN — the five-country grouping of. 
Thailand, Malaysia. Singapore, Indonesia 
and the Philippines — has been promoting a 
coalition of the three factions to oppose the 
Vietnamese troop occupation of Cambodia. 

“The situation in Cambodia is becoming 
more stable than ever and is irreversible, ’pie 
so-called tripartite government of exiled 
Cambodian reactionary groups can in no way 
turn the revolutionary tide in Cambodia.” it 
said. 

Radio Hanoi charged that ASEAN was 
being hoodwinked by Peking and Washing- 
ton. which Vietnam regards as its main 
enemies. “By lending a hand to the Khmer 
reactionaries. ASEAN is creating a danger- 
ous precedent for the Chinese gathering of 
Maoist re6els to carry out sabotage and sub- 
version in Southeast Asia.” said the official 
Hanoi Radio.
